, It never rains but it pours, and just 
pow it seems that a combative flood 
has fallen upon Reno, which, although | 
it may wash away many old grudges, 
threatens to take the peace of the 
town with it. The pistel is appealed 
to rather readily, and when one man 
attempts to take the law in his hands 
he never lacks followers.

At 
sight of Smith, Jones thought all of 
his former suspicions confirmed, and 
demanded some ¢xplanation or con- 
fession, or accused Smith according to 
his suspicions. A controversy of 

course ensued and in the melee Smith 

received a ball from Jones’ pistol in 
his thigh. The bullet entered on the 
outer edge of the thigh and emerged 
without penetrating any distance, 
making a wound about seven inches 
in length, the wound was confined to 
the flesh with the exception of a small

That Robbery. 

Chas. Felch, who was robbed a short 
time ago on the Geiger Grade, in com- 
pany with two other men, gives the 
following particulars in regard to the 
funay side of the story: He said that 
he had been robbed before, and could 
tell a new hand at sight. The first he 
saw of the footpads they were directly 
in front of his party, one of them 
holding two pistuls directed at Antone, 


jone of Felch's party. Felch’s wagon 


was stopped, and he began to study 
how he might get the better of the 
highwaymen. In order to do this he 
started to get out of the wagon on 
one side and pushed one of his party 
toward the other side of the wagun, so 
The 
old man did not relish getting down 
on one side all alone, and climbed 
clear back over the wagon. The road 
agents then explained their business, 
and Felch, while sitting on the side of 
the road, tried to pull a rock loose in 
order to use it on tiie gentleman who 
held the guns, but that individual de- 
tecting him, and after asking “what 
in —— he was trying to do,” said. he 
had better step forward and “take a 
front seat,’ which he did. The man 
who acted as “collector” was, mean- 
while, “going through” the rest of the 
crowd, When he approached the old 
Italian who had climbed back over 
the wagon in order to have‘company, 
the agent asked him what he was do- 
ing just then atthe wagon. He re- 
plied promptly that he had put his 
watch away, whereupon the man who 
had the party covered said that he 
just needed a watch, and if this 
was a good one to drag it out. 
At this the old man flew into a great 
rage and said he would die first, &c., 
from which Felch again began to 
liope that he might have assistance in 
trying to take the robbers. But the 
old man’s valor proved to be only 
skin deep as he got very quiet when 
the pistol was laid under his nose.
